Wild  Campaign  Carried  on  Under  Guise  of  Sup- 
pressing Counter-Revolution  —  Hatred  Ex- 
tends to  Former  Army  Officers  and 
All    Sections    of    Bourgeoisie. 


STOCKHOLM,  Sept.  10. — July  and  August  were  months 
of  horror,  which  never  will  be  forgotten  by  persons  who 
have  watched  Russia's  two  great  cities — Petrograd  and  Moscow 
— pass  through  the  mad  attempt  of  the  Bolsheviki  to  shoot  or 
imprison  all  persons  who  disagreed  with  their  wild  efforts  to 
control  crumbling  European  Russia.  September  probably  will 
be  worse,  for  the  opposition  parties  are  gaining  strength. 

The  lives  of  the  non-Bolsheviki  are  unsafe  and  everywhere 
in  Russia  self-defence  is  forcing  unwilling  belligerents  to  take 
up  arms  against  the  ruthless  persecution  of  so-called  commis- 
sions for  the  suppression  of  a  counter-revolution  which  shot 
down  the  Bourgeoisie  by  the  hundreds.

Trot- 
Sky  has  said  In  his  speeches  that 
Moscow  will  be  reduced  to  anhes  be- 
fore It  surrenders.

Night  has  been  hideous  In  Moscow 
for  months  because  of  the  volleys 
from  execution  squads  In  the  iiilllt- 
ary  enclosures  where  prisoners  are 
kept.  Foreigners  and  Russians  alike 
^ere  searohed  without  warrants  and 
the  Red  Quardf  marched  crowds  of 
men  a/id  wom4n  prisoners  through 
the  streeta  with  such  regularity  that 
pedestrians  hardly  noticed  them. 

Marie  Bpiridon^va,  a  social  revol- 
utionary leader,  charged  in  her  mem- 
orable speech,  made  before  the  all- 
RuBSlan  Soviet  Congress,  at  Moscow, 
on  July  4,  that  Bolsheviki  rule  was 
more  tyrannical  than  thaiA)f  the  late 
Emperor,  and  the  reign  a||  terror  had 
icaroely  begun  at  that  time. 

Dr.  Karl  HeMferlch,  the  German 
Ambassador  at  Moscow,  rushed  back 
to  Berlin  and  reported  to  his  govern- 
ment that  Moscow  wa.i  In  such  a 
state  of  anarchy  that  the  ,  embassy 
could  not  stay  there  aj;^  he  Is  alleged 
to  have  advised  a  discontinuance  of 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  Soviet 
power. 

Theve  la  little  wonder  that  Am- 
bassador Helfferich  had  such  an  Im- 
pression. Two  attempts  were  made 
on  his  life  while  he  was  In  Moscow 
\(Thi8  Is  the  first  news  tot  come  out  of 
Russia  of  an  attempt  being  made 
against  the  life  of  the  new  Qerman 
ambassador  at  Moscow.  His  prede- 
cessor. Count  von  Mlrbach,  was 
assassinated).  Shots  were  heard 
everywhere  day  and  night,  and  motor 
lorries  filled  with  armed  soldiers 
dashed  madly  through  the  streets 
with  utter  disregard  for  the  lives  of 
civilians. 

Daya  Of  Brutality 

.  The  actual  fighting  which  took 
place  In  the  streets  of  Moscow  on 
July  7,  when  the  city  was  under 
artillery  fire  for  several  hours  was 
far  lesn  terrifying  to  the  public  than 
were  the  endless  days  of  sheer  bru- 
tality when  the  soldiers  Imposed  on 
the  helplesa  public  by  virtue  of  their 
arms. 

Men  who  refused  to  fight  the 
Csecho-Slovaks  on  the  Volga  have 
•  been  arrested.  Even  the  helpless  and 
paralytic  and  the  old  women  more 
than  80  years  old  have  been  taken 
Into  custody.

FRANCE  Sept.  1  1.— frlsoncrs  re- 
cently captured  by  the  French  have 
thrown  light  upon  the  work  of  de- 
struction undertaken  by  the  retreat- 
ing Germans  with  the  aid  of  extremely 
slow  fuses  that  produce  an  explosion 
of  mines  days  and  even  weeks  after 
the  Teutons  have  evaruated  a  local- 
ity. The  same  system  that  destroyed 
Chateau  Bethancourf.  to  the  west  of 
Oulscard.  on  September  «,  and  the 
cathedral  at  Neale  nhortly  afterwards 
was  used  freely  at  Ham  and  Noyon 
and  Is  being  utilized  hy  the  CcrmanM 
In  preparation  for  the  destruction  of 
villages  north  and  northeast  of 
Rheims. 

Prisoners  who  wori<ed  with  a  de- 
tachment of  pioneers  placing  mines 
under  church  pillars  In  that  region 
say  the  Germans  are  making  ready  to 
raxe  all   the   towns  to   the   ground. 

Traps  are  being  laid  by  use  of  the 
system  In  the  forest  of  St  Gobain  and 
in  the  region  of  Laon,  while  all  the 
crossroads  in  those  regl^ss,  according 
to  the  captives,  are  l||lng  heavily 
mined.  Some  of  thesei&preparatlons 
for  wholesale  destruction  «re  behind 
the  Hindenburg  line.

UNES  EXPLAINED 


Development  of  Present  Victory 
May  Determine  if  Enemy 
Can  Force  Allies  Back  to 
Trench  Warfare. 


WITH  THE  FRIENCH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  11— The  rapidity  of 
the  splendid  operation  that  wrested 
the  Initiative  from  the  Germans  and 
drove  them  behind  their  defensive 
lines  ofkl917,.  is  no  longer  the  proper 
basis  fen-  calculating  the  speed  of 
progress.  The  Allies  are  now  In 
front  of  obstacles  that  do  not  appear 
on    ordinary   maps. 

Kirat  1.1  the  Hindenburg  Line  sys- 
tem of  field  fortifications,  which  the 
Germana  built  by  the  forced  labor  of 
prlHonera  and  Trench  and  Belp;lan 
civilians.  It  runs  from  Lens  south- 
eastward to  the  Alane  .north  of 
Rhelnia  by  way  of  C^ucant.  St.  tjuen- 
tln.  La  b'eve  and  the  .St.  Gobain  for- 
est. It  consUts  of  an  elaborate  sys- 
tAai-r«4'>4*«neh«g^,||Mil0|H*'Mnes  «f 
barbed  wire  entanglementa.  concrete 
pbaitlona  for  artillery,  blockhouses 
for  machine  guns,  ahcitera  for  the  In- 
fantry and  Is  further  protected  by 
flooded  Htretchea  of  country  of  which 
the    meana   are    available. 

The  second  line  ruu.s  from  Llile  to 
the  stronghold  of  Metz,  Konerally 
parillel  with  the  Hindenburg  line  to 
the  rcKlon  north  of  Verdun  and  con- 
tlnuInK  from  there  to  Pagny  on  the 
Mosel'.s  Illver  south  of  Metz.  There 
are  .lecondary  lines  attached  to  the 
system  notably  alonn;  the  ?^Mcaat 
River  from  Canihrai  north  between 
the  valleys  of  the  Ol.sc  and  the  Heire 
and  northea.stward  from  La  Fere, 
alone  the  .^ulppe  lllver  north  of 
Uhelni.t. 

From   il»c  S<'nr|»o  to  the  .Meu.so 

A  third  line  runs  from  the  Scarpe 
south  of  Lillp  to  the  .Mcuh^c  near 
Sedan  then  aoutheaatward  to  the  Iron 
region  of  the  baain  of  Hriey,  Joining 
the  second  line  at  Moaelie.  There  arc 
secondary  defence  works  In  tlii.s  ilno 
also   In   the   region   of  Vervlna. 

A  fourth  line,  as  yet  uncompleted, 
is  Intended  to  furnlah  further  defence 
between  the  Kscaat  near  the  Belgian 
frontier   and   the    Meuse   at   Glvet. 

The  first  of  the  lines  already  has 
been  broken  between  Queant  and 
Drocourt.  The  development  of  this 
success  may  determine  whether  the 
.Germans  can  oblige  the  Allies  to  re- 
Wert  to  trench  warfare.  The  enemy's 
Second  lines  of  defence  almost  touch 
the  Hindenburg  line  at  Cambrai,  Just 
below  the  breach  the  British  have 
made  In  it.  If  they  are  able  to  Join 
the  two  llnea  the  Germans  will  still 
have  an  uninterrupted  defence  posi- 
tion In  which  the  second  line  enters 
for  only  th'?  distance  from  Lille  to 
Cambrai.

AN  INLAND  REST  CAMP  IN 
ENGLAND.  8«pt.  10. — Tho  majority 
of  the  2,800  American  soiaiem  from 
the  Peraic  which  was  torpedoed  last 
Friday  off  the  IBn«ll8h  coast,  but  was 
not  sunli  and  upon  which,  there  were 
no  casualties,  have  arrived  here 
none  the  worse  for  their  thrlUlna 
experiences. 

The  men  are  finding  some  consola- 
tion for  the  108i|  of  their  ship  In  the 
assurance  that  the  submarine  that 
attacked  her  suffered  a  far  worse  fate 
at  the  hands  of  the  avenging  destroy- 
er«  which  were  speedily  on  the  scene 
hunting  the  U-boat  with  depth 
bombs. 

Several  soldiers  told  the  Associated 
Press  that  they  saw  the  German 
submarine  lifted  clear  out  of  the 
water  after  one  of  the  depth  bombs 
exploded  and  then  entirely  disappear. 

Somethina  had  cone  wrong  with 
the  Persic's  enginee,  which  compelled 
her  for  a  time  to  lag  behind  tlie 
rest  of  the  convoy,  but  'the  trouble 
had  been  fixed  up  and  she  was  fast 
catching  up  with  the  other  trans- 
ports when  a  torpedo  hit  her  Just 
forward    of   the   engine   room. 

The  vessel  at  once  began  to  sink 
by  the  bow.  Many  of  the  soldiers 
at  the  time  were  taking  baths.  They 
did  not  wait  to  dress,  but  made  for 
the  deck  with  what  little  clothing 
they  could  hastily  lay  their  hands  on. 
The  water  was  rushing  in  at  such  a 
rate  that  it  was  thought  the  steamer 
would    quickly    founder. 

May  Be  Salved 

To  tho  Burprlse  of  most  of  tho 
soldiers  the  Pers^e  did  not  sink. 
Some  means  apparently  were  found 
to  check  the  inrush  of  water  and  she 
got  near  enough  to  the  shore  to  be 
beached.  It  is  hoped  that  the  vessel 
ultimately   ctfn   be  salved. 

The  transfer  of  the  American  sol- 
diers from  the  stricken  vessel  to 
American  and  British  torpedo  boat 
destroyers  was  quickly  made  without 
losing  anyone.  They  all  escaped  in- 
Jury  when  the  torpedo  exploded  and 
they  were  soon  on  the  way  to  a 
British   port. 

There  waa  no  sign  of  panic  and 
the  admlrablo  behavior  of  the  men 
was  especially  gratifying  to  t^e 
officers. 

Many  of  the  troops  came  from 
Chicago  and  Cleveland  and  a  large 
percentage  of  them  were  factory 
hands  of  foreign  extraction.  Their 
behavior  proved  that  they  had  assim- 
ilated the  true  spirit  of  the  American 
soldier.

AUSTItlAN  UNES 


Heavy  Loss^es  Inflicted  on 
Enemy  on'Asiago  Plateau — 
Hostile  Attacks  in  Dossi  Ca- 
sino Region  Frustrated. 


ROME.  Sept.  11. — British  troops 
yesterday  raided  the  Austro-Hungar- 
ian  positions  on  the  Aniago  plateau 
of  the  mountain  front  and  inflictrd 
considerable  losses  on  the  enemy,  ac- 
cording to  the  offlclal  statement  is- 
sued today  by  the  Italian  War  Of- 
fice. 

The  following  offlrlal  statement 
was  issued  tonight  by  the  Italian 
\Vatfc|  Ofllce:  "In  the  Dossi  Casino 
region,  north  of  Mount  Allissimo,  re- 
peated attempts  of  hostile  attacks 
failed  under  our  (ire.  The  enemy 
suffered  heavy  losses.  In  the  Aleno 
Basin,  one  of  our  parties  raided  the 
enemy  line,  overcoming  the  sentinels 
and  putting  to  flight  a  strong  enemy 
detachment  that  came  to  their  aid. 
Our  party  returned  bringing  some 
prisoners. 

"In  the  Lagarlna  Valley  in  ihe  re- 
gion north  of  (>rappa  along  the 
Middle  Piave  artillery  and  recon- 
noitring parties  have  been  very  ac- 
tive. Our  party  explo<led  a  large 
deposit  of  munitions  on  the  Zugana 
Tortna    slopes." 

VIENNA,  Sept.  11.— In  the  Asa- 
lone  sector  of  the  Auslro-Itallan 
front,  where  the  Italians  had  pene- 
trated the  Austro-Hungarian  lines, 
the  situation  wae  restored  yesterday 
by  an  Austrian  counter-attack,  the 
War  Office  announced   today.

LONDON,  Sept.  11. — Tha  British 
were  again  moving  forward  todsy 
toward  tha  Hindenburg  Una  oa  the 
one  sector  where  they  are  still  some 
distance  from  it,  near  the  centre  of 
the  Allied  battlefront.  Soma  pro- 
gress was  made  in  the  Vermand  re- 
gion, where  the  British  were  closing 
in  upon  St.  Quentin  from  the  north 
while  the  French  are  pushing  up 
from   the  south. 

Farther  north  the  British  have 
gained  a  foothold  in  the  twin  towns 
of  Pelxieres  and  Epehy,  two  and  a 
half  mUea  from  the  Hindenburg  line, 
opposite  'La  Catelet.  _  The  Germans 
are  resisting  strongly'  here,  as  this 
section  of  the  line  forms  part  of  the 
defences  of  Cambrai. 

Their  resistance  also  Is  taking  the 
form  6f  strong  counter-attacks  at 
Gouseaucourt,  Just  to  the  north. 
They  gained  a  lone  British  post  in 
hard  fighting  last  night,  but  other- 
wise were   completely  repulHed. 

The  defence  of«Cambrat  Is  likewise 
being  carried  to  the,  aggressive  side 
by  the  Germans  along  the  Canal  du 
Nord,  where  the  British  qtand  far 
inside  the  Hindenburg  line  after  hav- 
ing broken  the  Queant-Drocourt 
switch. 

In  thl.s  aggressive  movement  the 
enemy  last  night  sharply  counter- 
attacked near  Moeu\res.  In  both 
cases  the  British  held  their  ground.

The  French  drive  upon  ]m  Fere  Is 
reported  to  have  made  notable  pro- 
gress with  the  capture  of  Travecy. 
on  the  Hindenburg  line,  l-wo  miles 
directly  north  of  !..«  Fere  The 
holding  of  the  ground  would  result 
In  the  outflanking  of  La  Fere  on  the 
northerly    side. 

The  Germans  also  have  been  at- 
tacking desperately  on  the  I'renth 
front  where  the  line  runs  north  from 
the  Alsne  toward  the  St.  Oobain  mas- 
sif. They  are  attempting  to  drive 
oflr  the  Mont  Rouge  plateau,  the  Al- 
lied occupation  of  which  Is  threaten- 
ing the  flank  of  the  line  far  to  the 
cast.  All  their  efforts.  however, 
have    been    fruitless. 

In  the  Lys  sector,  Armcntleres  is 
almost  within  the«gra&p  of  the  Bri- 
tish who  are  advancing  from  the 
north  and  west.  Armcntleres  Is  used 
by  the  Germans  as  a  supply  centre, 
and  next  to  Doual  it  is  the  mont  Im- 
portant point  in  the  enemy's  system 
of  military  roads  of  communication. 
The  British  are  slowly  driving  a 
wedge  In  the  direction  of  Doual, 
which  Is  reported  to  be  burning.

Baron  Shaughnessy  Says  His 
Company  Is  Looking  To- 
wards Siberia  and  the  New 
Russia  for'Markets. 


KORT  WILLIAM;  Ont.,  Sept.  11.— 
"Canada  with  her  great  natural  re- 
sources win  be  able  to  adapt  herself 
and  adjust  her  Industries  very  quick- 
ly after  the  war  Is  over." 
'  This  Is  what  Baron  Shaughnessy, 
President  of  the  CanadUn  Pacinc 
Railway,  had  to  say  as  he  stepped 
off  the  special  train  which  arrived 
here  yesterday. 

"Preparations  are  being  made," 
said  his  Lordship,  "td.  adjust  indus- 
tries to  a  change  In  production'  In  the 
event  of  a  cessation  of  hostilities.  The 
probtem  of  the  returned  soldier  is  of 
course  going  to  be  a  great  one.  Flg» 
urlng  on  800,000  men  being  overseas 
if  the  war  stopped  tomorrow  It 
would  take  ten  months  to  bring  them 
all  back  If  they  could  return  at  the 
rate  of  80,000  a  month.  Every  man 
should  be  asked  before  he  leaves 
l->ance  what  line  of  work  he  wishes 
to  take  up  cwhen  he  gets  back  to 
Canada,  and  the  Oovernment  should 
work  out  a  careful  demobilization 
plan.  All  that  skill  and  science  can 
do  should  be  done  for  our  wounded 
men.  Some  43f  them  will  go  on  farms. 
I  hope  many  will,  but  I  fear  they 
will  not  be  very  numerous." 
Cuming   to    Victoria 

Lord  Shaughnesey  did  not  care  to 
have  anything  to  say  as  to  local  con- 
ditions or  even  about  Dominion- wide 
conditlona  affecting  the  affairs  of  the 
railway,  but  merely  contested  him- 
self by  saying  that  the  present  was 
a  thorough  ^rip  of  inspection.  "We 
are  accumulating  knowledge  every 
mile  we  go,"  he  said  with  a  smile. 
"We  will  remain  in  Fort  William  to- 
night, proceed  tomorrow  to  Winnipeg 
and    then    go    through    to    Victoria." 

Reverting  to  his  fomer  topic  Baron 
Shaughnessy  continued,  "I  must  make 
a  plea  as  I  did  the  other  day  in  Tor- 
onto for  the  unity  of  Canada  and 
Canadians.  Canadians  are  made  up 
of  so  many  creeds,  nationalities,  and 
races  that  they  all  must  come  to  a 
mutual  co-operation  and  good  wjll 
to  build  up  happy  and  prosperous 
communities.  There  must  be  a  bet- 
ter understanding  between  capital 
and  labor.  I  hope  all  Industries  will 
follow  the  example  of  the  railways 
and  come  to  an  agreement  with  their 
employees." 

Lord  Shaughnessy  here  paid  a 
warm  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Do- 
minion Railway  Board.  "Each  side." 
he  went  on,  "must  try  and  grant  the 
maximum  and  not  the  minimum  of 
concessions." 

Speaking  of  the  ocean  traffic  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  Lord 
Shaughnessy  said:  "Our  tonnage  is 
now  almost  as  great  as  It  was  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  although 
we  have  lost  eleven  or  twelve  ships. 
We  are  looking  towards  Siberia  and 
the  new  Russia  as  markets  for  Can- 
adian   Industrial    products."

OTTAWA.  8ept.  II.— Dlfflcultleo 
which  have  arisen  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  the  wheat  crop  are 
now  under  consideration.  A  few 
days  aco  the  Dominion  Government, 
through  the'  Board  of  Grain  Buper- 
vieors.  took  control  of  the  purchaaO 
of  wheat  and  its  shipment  overseas. 
Previously  purchase  of  wheat  for  the 
Allies  and  its  transportation  across 
the  Atlantic  was  In  the  hands  of  the 
Wheat  Bxport  Compan'y  as  repre- 
senting  the    Imperial    Government. 

In  making  the  change  In  control 
new  machinery  has  had  to  be  creat- 
ed, and.  It  is  stated,  it  is  in  this  con- 
nection that  ditnculty  Is  being  en- 
countered. A  number  of  the  prin- 
cipal Western  grain  men  are  reported 
to  be  coming  to  Ottawa  to  interview 
the  Government  in  regard  to  the  sit- 
uation. It  Is  expected  that  the  Board 
of  Grain  Supervisors  will  be  here 
shortly. 

A  feature  of  the  new  arrangement 
is  that  the  purchase  of  wheat  and 
grains  for  export  and  for  internal 
demands,  is  therefore  open  to  deal- 
ers and  shippers  as  before  the  war, 
subject  to  supervision  and  control  by 
the    Government. 


Enemy  Positions  Stormed  by 
British  During  Downpour  of 
Rain  —  Flanders  Lowlands 
Nearly  Impassable. 


WITH  THK  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRA.-VCE,  Sept.  11  —In  general  the 
British  are  continuing  to  close  in  on 
the    Hlndenburg    line    by    a    series    of 

email  actions  and  manoeuvres.  The 
lines  In  the  northern  part  of  the  bat- 
tle zone  have  now  been  advanced 
through  the  village  of  Treacault,  'i  % 
miles  Bouthwe.st  of  Marcoing,  to  the 
eastern  edge  of  the  iilace,  where  the 
troops  are  actually  in  the  old  British 
trenches   facing   the    Hindenburg    line. 

In  the  south  Australian  troops  have 
advanced  In  the  area  from  V'ermand 
to  the  outskirts  of  Attllly,  on  the  edge 
of  Holnon  wood,  from  the  other  side 
of  which  the  whole  flat  country  up  to 
the  famous  German  defensive  posi- 
tions and  the  spires  of  St.  Quentin  are 
clearly  visible,  in  the  centre  the  Brit- 
ish have  gained  a  footing  in  Pelziere 
and  Epehy,  and  this  morning  an  at- 
tack was  launched  against  the  enemy 
to  the  northwest  of  Pelziere. 

The  enemy  positions  were  stormed 
during  a  downpour  of  rain.  The 
troops  are  reported  to  have  gained 
their  objective,  although  the  advance 
was  made  over  ground  covered  with 
oozy  and  slippery  mud. 

Coanter-Attacks   Repulsed 

The  enemy  has  delivered  several 
counter-attacks.  The  line  west  of 
Goureaucourt  was  attacked  last  night, 
but  the  advancing  tiermans  were  met 
with  a  withering  machine  gun  flre 
and  were  repulsed  everywhere,  except 
at  one  point  where  they  managed  to 
penetrate  the  British  post  at  the 
crossroads  known  as  Dead  Man's  Cor- 
ner. Another  party  tried  to  enter  the 
British  trenches  southwest  of  Moeuv- 
res,  but  were  repulsed  with  severe 
losses.  The  enemy  delivered  an  attack 
in  the  Sensee  Valley  last  night  and 
soon  after  the  British  posts  north  of 
Ecourt-St.  Quentin  were  attacked  and 
some    of    them    were    withdrawn. 

A  heavy  rain  still  is  falling  over  the 
whole  area  and  many  of  the  smaller 
streams  have  been  flooded.  in  the 
Flanders  lowlands  the  ground  has  be- 
come almost  Inipassal/le.  There  are 
no  signs  of  the  weather  clearing. 

Luckily,  in  the  Somme  region  the 
ground  made  most  difficult  by  the  fall 
of  heavy  rain  has  been  left  behind  by 
the  advancing   British. 


FOOD  SHORTAGE 


Socialists  of  Germany  Point  to 
Growing  Dissatisfaction  and 
Say  Situation  Will  Grow 
More  Critical. 


COPENHAGEN,  Sept.  li._The 
German  .Socialist  party  and  the  trades 
unions  have  sent  a  communication  to 
Chancellor  von  Mertling  pointing  out 
the  growing  dlHsatlsfaction  among 
the  population  because  of  insufficient 
food.  In  the  fomnuinicatlon  which 
was  published  In  the  Socialist  news- 
paper. Vorwaerts,  on  Monday,  the  con- 
ditions are  characterized  as  critical. 
Numerous  applications  to  the  Food 
Administration  for  relief  have  been 
made  without  result.  It  Is  declared 
The  workers  and  the  middle  class  of 
the  population  are  reported  as  ui:;.blo 
to  pay  for  food  that  Is  almost  r?res- 
sary  for  them  and  physical  exhaustion 
has  been  caused  together  wTn  In- 
creased mortality  among  children  and 
the  aged. 

The  statement  asserts  that  the  Win- 
ter allowance  of  potatoes  will  i)t»  only 
seven  pounds  weekly.  It  adds  that  the 
Government  Is  aware  of  the  excite- 
ment among  the  German  people  over 
these  condltioni>  and  It  declares  that 
the  situation  will  grow  more  critical 
if  the  Government  does  not  cease  fa- 
voring the  producing  Interests  and 
provide  sufficient  food  for  tho  |>opu- 
lation.

DARii  DEEDS 


Feats,  Often  of  Amazing  Char- 
acter, Credited  to  Britisti 
During  Recent  Figfiting — 
Helped  in  Victories. 


WITH  THE3  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE.  Sept.  11. — Aroaaing  feaU 
by  British  airmen  during  the  recent 
fliibling  may  now  be  mentioned.  A 
pilot  an4  observer,  returning  from  a 
bombing  raid,  fell  behind  their  for- 
mation because  of  engine  trouble  and 
were  attacked  by  Fokkers.  The  ele- 
vator controls  wsre  Immediately  shot 
away  and  the  observer  wai>  badly 
wounded.  But  he  continued  to  fig^t. 
a-id  shot  down  one  Fokker  in  flamcK 
and  saw  another  crash  out  of  control. 

By  this  time  all  the  gfjsollno  tanks 
had  bec.i  sh(>t  thi-ot'gh  and  th}  eni;iiie 
hit  in  f,everal  places.  All  the  instri*- 
ntents  on  the  dash  board  were  sntush- 
ed  by  enemy  bullets.  Both  rear  guns 
were  :!ammod  an(?  <he  observer  was 
bleedin*;  badly.  The  pilot  ».uccc*Ueil 
in  gettinr;  hij  macMne  into  a  dive  and 
went  through  a  cl<">ii.^  and  r^-ached  the 
British  lines.  The  gallant  observer 
was  found  t(»  have  been  wounded  ten 
times  during  the  fis^fit. 

Attax^ked  bv  a  s'luadron  ot  enemy 
airplanes,  a  lone  British  scoUi  spun 
downward,  but  on  the  way  saw  that 
only  on",  of  the  eii^i.iy  was  followinij 
Vjim,  BO  he  came  suddenly  out  of  the 
spin  Just  above  a  grove  of  tre^ij  and 
caught  the  enemy  machine  crossing 
in  front  of  him  arid  »>hot  it  to  earth, 
where  it  ^ur»t  into  flames. 

There  are  many  .stories,  too,  of  how 
British  airmen  swooped  back  and 
forth  over  the  German  batteries  plaj - 
Ing  their  guns  on  the  enemy  unlil  the 
guns  were  completely  silenced. 
Made    Victories   Possible 

Such  tactics  as  these  aided  mat- 
terially  In  making  the  recent  British 
victories  possible.  One  British  scout 
sailed  over  an  enemy  sausage,  dived 
and  finished  off  two  German  sentry 
planes,  then  fired  on  the  sausage, 
which  was  being  hauled  down,  and 
finally  dropped  two  bombs  squarely 
on  the  winch  used  in  raising  and 
lowerlnc   the    balloon. 

There  were  many  instances  where 
the  observer  crawled  out  on  the 
wings  and  stopped  bullet  holes  in  the 
gas  tanks  with  his  fingers,  a  handker- 
chief or  a  glove.  One  machine  liad  Its 
starboard  top  and  bottom  planes 
broken  by  anti-aircraft  fire.  An  ob- 
server leaned  over  the  side  of  the 
fUHila<e,  holding  a  machine  Kun  in 
his  hands,  and  thus  maintained  the 
balancei  and  enabled  the  air  plane  to 
land  safely. 

Another  machine  had  its  gas  tank 
plinctured  by  a  bullet  and  the  pilot 
was  wounded  in  the  leg.  The  fusilago 
burst  into  flames,  but  the  observer 
kept  the  fire  under  control  with  a 
small  extinguisher  until  the  machine 
was  brought  to  earth,  where  it  blazed 
up,  the  observer  rescuing  the  wounded 
pilot  Just  in  time.

brla|t  in  a  new  municipal  measure 
which  will  work  in  the  best  interests 
of  evary  community  in  the  Province.' 
VietorU'B  delagates  to  the  Union 
of  Municipaiitlee  convention  at  Pen- 
tiatoa  ~ar«  at  perfect  liberty  to  take 
wbaUver  course  they  wish,  provided 
It  rapreoanta  the  views  of  the  Council. 
What  tha  Mayor  forgets  Is  that  there 
ar«  cltisaiM  also,  and  possibly  the 
majority  of  them,  who  may  have  very 
decided  Ideas  aflfecting'  municipal 
government  in  view  of  the  experience 
In  Victoria  |n  the  past.  The  Union  of 
Municipalitlea  ia  to  discuss  the 
McDlarmld  memorandum,  propose 
amendments  to  it,  object  to  any  fea- 
tures which  are  unacceptable  to  the 
majority,  and  generally  act  Ip  an  ad- 
visory capacity  to  the  Government. 
If  every  representative  at  the  conven- 
tion were  to  adopt  the  attitude  Mayor 
Todd  suggests,  then  the  Government 
might  well  sa^  to  municipalitlea  that 
they  do  not  know  what  they  want.  In 
those  clrcumstancea  the  Government 
would  be  fully  justified  in  preparing 
an  act  of  Its  own  and  leaving  it  to  the 
mercy  of  the  Legislature. 

Alderman  Cameron  is  correct  in  hla 
belief  the  proposed  new  legislation 
will  be  revised  again  and  again  be- 
fore it  becomes  law.  The  dealrablllt.v 
for  such  revision  led  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  memorandum  on  the  subject 
five  months  before  it  will  come  up  In 
th«>  Legislature.  It  was  speciflcally 
prepared  as  a  basis  of  dlacUHalon,  and 
made  public  thus  early  so  that  there 
would  be  ample  time  for  all  the 
municipalities  to  make  whatever  rep- 
reacntationa  they  desire  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. It  is  impossible  to  conceive 
of  anything  fairer  than  this,  and  when 
he  fully  realizes  the  bona  fides  of  the 
situation  we  feel  sure  Mayor  Todd  wilt 
no  longer  adopt  a  "dog  in  the  manger" 
policy.  This  newspaper  haa,  ao  far, 
neither  acquiesced  In  nor  criticised 
any  proposal  advanced  in  the  McDlar- 
mld memorandum,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Local  Governmeifl  Board,  a 
creation  which  we  strongly  endorse. 
It  is  necessary  as  a  matter  of  self- 
protection,  both  for  the  citizens  of  the 
different  municipalities  and  for  the 
Government  itself,  for  it  has  mainly 
been  the  Inefhciency  of  civic  adminis- 
trations that  has  led  us  into  our  pres- 
ent financial  tangle.  The  Government 
does  not  wish  to  repeat  its  experi- 
ence with  South  Vancouver;  and  be- 
cause of  that  regrettable  instance  of 
misgovernment  and  because  also  of 
the  tax  delinquency  situation  in  vari- 
ous municipalities,  it  has  been  de- 
cided that  in  the  future  a  definite 
check  will  rxlst  to  prevent  reckless 
municipal  expenditure.

I  am  employed  at  the  Ross  Bay  Cem- 
etery and  carry  the  title  of  ansiatant 
caretaker.  F'or  over  eleven  yeara  I 
have  given  faithful  service  to  Vic- 
toria, missing  hardly  !i  day.  nlways 
on  the  job,  always  sympathetic  and 
attentive  to  the  final  needs  of  my  fal- 
low man.  I  have  prepared  "the  last 
reHtlnrj  place"  under  nil  weather  ron- 
dltlon<i  and  at  all  hours:  snow,  rain 
or  hl\.:r.(%.rA  has  never  deterred  nie 
from  my  duty.  Overtime  without 
extra  pay  has  been  a  commonplace 
experience.  I  receive  aa  wasres  lesa 
than  the  prevailing  scale  paid  to  com- 
mon labor;  and  I  have  been  refuaed, 
by  the  City  Council,  a  two  weeka'  hol- 
iday which  ia  a  benefit  allowed  all 
civic,  monthly  paid.  employees. 
Policemen,  firemen.  City  Hall  clerks 
and  all  others  who  work  on  a  reg-u- 
lar  salary  are  granted  two  weeks  va- 
cation with  full  pay. 
-~  Possibly  our  city  fathern  do  not  re- 
alize the  arduous  labor,  the  unsani- 
tary conditions  and  the  morose  sur- 
roundinga  of  my  occupation.  Hurely 
If  anyone  needa  a  respite,  a  change  of 
scene,  s  relaxation  from  the  monotony 
of  everlasting  sorrow.  It  is  I. 

Grave  digging  is  hard  work.  Rv- 
erythlng  must  be  prepared  so  that 
there  will  be  no  hitch  In  the  cere- 
mony. The  prescribed  depth  must  be 
attained.  the  walls  nquared  and 
evened  to  a  nicety,  for  to  quote 
Shakespeare's  reference  to  one  of  my 
calling.  "The  houses  he  makes  last 
till  doomsday." 

Frequently,  at  the  lower  levels,  we 
strike  a  slimy,  ill-smelling  condition, 
due  to  old  grsves  near  by.  In  which 
we  must  work  and  cleanse.  While 
the  uncheerfulneas  of  a  grave  digger's 
surroundings  are  obvious. 

Therefore,  sir.  I  wish  to  proteot 
against  the  action  of  our  City  Coun- 
cil In  refusing  me  a  two  weeks'  va- 
cation, a  favor  I  am  as  justly  -«n- 
t^tled  to  as  any  other  of  the  city's 
employees.

The  advices  state  that  the  removal 
of  this  equipment  at  the  Brayelle  air- 
drome, near  Douai,  also  waa  being 
taken   further  to  the  rear. 

The  same  precautlotia  are  being 
taken  with  the  equipment  at  an  enemy 
aviation  fleld  at  Lecelle.s,  near  St 
Amand.  That  field,  the  report  atates, 
waa  specially  esta'bllshed  In  connec- 
tion with  the  raids  by  German  alr- 
)  craft  along  tbe  English  Channel. 

It  iB  between  Douai  and  Cambral 
that  the  British  troops  have  Jbroken 
through  the  Hrat  defeno«a  ef  tha 
Hindenburg  line,  and  this  detailed 
statement  of  tbe  Oerman  withdrawal 
of  material  from  Douai  appears  t* 
bear  out  previous  reports  t^at  the 
enemy  was  preparlac  for  tbe  aban- 
donment  of  this  section  of  thig  great 
fortlAed  line,  which  baa  h««n  Impcfil* 
lad  by  tha  British  advaaee.

Populatioa-  Steadily  Growing 
and  flent^  Are  Advancing— 
Dealers  in  Land  Look  to  Era 
of  Sound  Prosperity. 


Real  estat«  men  here'  tun  not  en- 
gagrinK  In  talk  of  a  "boom"  n«ture. 
They  are  carefully  avoiding  that,  but 
there  exists  in  their  ranks  today  a 
strong  tendency  toward*  calm,  sober 
optimism  concerning  Victoria's  Imme*- 
diate  future.  And  the  facts  and  1\g- 
ures  of  the  situation  support  their 
attitude. 

The  city's  population  Is  Increasing. 
There  Is  unmistakable  evidence  of 
that.  New  residents  are  flocking  in 
from  many  quarters  In  search  of 
homes,  and  there  Is  so  far  no  Indica- 
tion of  an  early  cessation  of  the  In- 
flux. .Houses  were  seldom  In  greater 
demimd;  In  fact,  there  are  not 
enough  to  go  round.  There  Is  |^ 
marked  Improvement  In  general  busi- 
ness and  industry.  Money  1h  not  so 
tight  as  It  was  a  few  months  ago. 
Those  who  have  watched  the  trend 
of  events  commercially  In  Victoria 
are  not  making  predictions  of  vast 
civic  expansion,  nor  do  they  antici- 
pate an  early  Increase  of  a  substan- 
tial nature  In  realty  values,  but  they 
do  m)t  hesitate  to  say  that  they  see 
good  times  ahead.  Today,  they  be- 
lieve. Victoria  Is  laying,  on  a  sound 
basis,  the  foundation  for  a  day  of 
1)1  u.sperlty  not  ecUp.sed  in  the  past. 
"Outlook    Never    Brighter" 

"My  twenty  yearn'  earnlngH  are  In- 
vented here  and  I  have  witneHsed 
half  a  do»en  boonm.  but  the  outlook 
wu-H  never  brighter,"  miltl  one  prom- 
inent real  estate  dealer  when  asked 
by  The  Colonist  for  hl.i  ojilnlon  of 
the  situation.  His  confidence  is 
shared  by  practically  all  other  mem- 
hern  of  the  trade.  There  are  not  a 
few  who  believe  that,  it  Victoria 
maintains  Its  present  rate  of  Increase, 
the  population  here  at  the  end  of  the 
year  will  be  (julte  as  large.  If  not 
larger,    than    it    has    evei-    been    before. 

There  has  been  a  steady  rise  in 
rentals  during  the  pi-esent  year,  and 
the  condition  of  the  rent  market  is 
usually  taken  as  a  pretty  fair  baro- 
meter of  the  city's  economic  state. 
Before  the  boom,  when  house  values 
reached  their  high-water  mark,  the 
average  price  for  a  flve-roomed  house 
In  Victoria  was  |25  to  $35  a  month.

By  the  United  States  Military  Service  Convention  Reffiilations, 
approved  by  the  Oovemor-in-Council  on  20lh  Augiiat,  1918,  Male 
Oitlstoi  of  th*  United  Statei  in  O&nada,  within  the  affei  for  the 
time  being  ipMlflAd  by  the  Lawi  of  the  United  States  prescribing 
compulsory  military  Mrvice,  except  tho«e' who  have  diplomatie  ex- 
emption, are  made  eubjeot  and  liable  to  Military  Service  in  Oanada> 
and  become  entitled  to  exemption  or  discharge  therefrom,  under  the 
Canadian  Lawe  and  Befulations.  The  regulations  govftming  this 
liability  are  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  (Extra)  of  21st  Aug., 
lf>18;  copy  whereof  niay  be  obtained  upon  application  through  the 
post  to  the  Director  of  the  Military  Service  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  at  Ottawa. 

United  Statei  Oitlsens  of  the  ^lescription  aforesaid  who  were  in 
Canada  on  30th  July,.  1918,  have  sixty  days  from  that  date  within 
whieh  to  exereiM  an  option  to  enlist  or  enroll  in  tlie  f oroee  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  return  to  the  United  8tate%;  and  those  who  for 
any  reason  inbie<inently  become  liable  to  Militwry  Service  in  Canada 
have  thirty  daye  f^om  the  date  of  the  accruing  of  such  liability 
within  which  to  exercise  the  like  option.  It  is  stipulated  by  the 
Convention  also  that  certificates  of  diplomatic  exemption  may  be 
granted  within  the  optional  periods  aioresaid.  Every  eitiaen  of  the 
United  Statei  to  whom  the  regulations  apply  is  required  to  report 
to  the  Begistrar  under  the  Military  Service  Act.  1917,  for  the  prov- 
ince or  district  within  which  he  is,  in  the  manner  by  the  regulations 
prescribed,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiry  of  his  optional  pwiod, 
and  will  be  subject  to  penalties  if  without  rrasonable  excuse  he  fail 
so  to  rtport.

All  this  la  taken  a*  a  sure  criterion 
of  gradual  recovery  In  tho  real  estate 
market.  As  far  as  actual  realty 
values  go,  no  perceptible  Increaae  baa 
so  far  been  noticed,  and  while  th* 
city's  tax  problems  remain  as  they 
are  no  definite  change  Is  anticipated. 
It  la  generally  felt,  however,  that  the 
labors  of  th*  Local  Improvement 
Commission  and  the  Assessment  Com- 
mission, now  nearly  ended,  will  ef- 
fect very  beyeficial  resultH.  The 
Local  Improvement  Commission, 
while  It  has  not  made  an  attempt  to 
reduce  the  accrued  general  revenue 
taxes,  expects  to  lighten  the  burden 
of  taxation  that  has  been  borne  by  a 
large  number  of  ratepayers  to  their 
own  and  the  city's  detriment.  The 
Assessment  Commission  has  reduced 
the  total  assessment  roll  from  148,- 
000,000  to  a  trifle  ^ver*  $45,000,000 
and  has  made  an  earnest  endeavor  to 
equalize  values  throughout  the  city. 
It  is  regarded  as  beyond  doubt  that 
the  work  of  these  two  commissions 
will  have  the  effect  of  stabilizing  the 
whole  real  estate  situation,  give  prop- 
erty holders  a  better  Inducement  to 
retain  and  Improve  their  posaesslons. 
and  readjust  the  syHtem  of  valuation 
on  a  sane,  practical  basis  that  will 
create  a  more  tangible  Incentive  to 
development  and  investment  along 
many  channels.

Just  now  it  is  cheaper  to  rent  thi.ii 
to  buy,  but  the  steady  raise  in  tho 
rental  rates  and  the  growing  difficul- 
ty of  renting  a  suitable  house  at  any 
price  may  soon  bring  about  a  8ltu- 
ation  where  It  ie  a  nioney-savliiB 
proposition  to  buy  outright.  Owing 
to  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  ma- 
terials, there  is  not  much  building, 
although  n  tendency  In  that  dlr«c'ti')u 
will  be  forced  If  new  fHmlliea  con- 
tinue to  come  to  Victoria.  It  Is  es- 
timated that  It  costs  75  tii"er  cent  more 
to  build  now  than  It  did  before  the 
war.  and  that  the  price  of  lumber 
and  hardware  has  advanced  100  per 
cent  and  labor  00  per  cent.  Huyinff 
Is  ohcaper  than  building  at  pi-csent, 
however,  and  It  Is  ex^>ect<'d  that  this 
condition  will  contiiiiie  for  a  f«'vv 
months    yet. 

A  development  that  is  hcing  luokcfl 
for  now  is  the  re-openiiii;  of  the 
smaller  hotels  and  the  i-cnovution  of 
the  old  and  .i»  present  unde.iirable 
dwellings  which  have  remained  va- 
cant since  the  early  days  of  the  d-;- 
pression.  It  Is  believed  that  such  .i 
move  would  afford  accominod.ation 
for  at  least  1.000  more  people  in  Vic- 
toria. It  Is  also  beJieved  that  a  few 
of  the  office  buildings  built  during 
the  boom  days  In  the  senil-buslness 
districts  In  the  hope  that  expanaion 
would  centralize  their  location  will 
soon  receive  the  attentions  of  painter 
and  plasterer  and  be  transformed  into 
living  apartments.  This  stage.  It  is 
thought,  will  precede  any  widespread 
building    operations    in    this      vicinity. 

No   llont   Profltoering 

Uealty  men  feel  that  the  "[>ri)fitoer- 
loK  in  rents"  myth  has  been  per- 
manently punctured  In  so  far  a.s  it 
alTects  the  landlord.  They  think  that 
in  nine  c-ases  out  t>f  ten  the  tenant 
has  In  reality  been  the  profiteer,  if 
there  has  been  any  profiteer  at  all  In 
the  transaction,  and  that  tho  In-* 
creafies  In  )-ental  rates  have  always 
been  more  than  justified.  'Those  who 
have  made  a  study  of  the  problem 
contend  that  in  normal  times  a  house 
that  was  built  for  >3,000  should  bring 
in  $50  a  month  rent.  In  Victoria 
the  collection  on  such  a  house  at  the 
present  time  would  be  nearer  $1!0 
or  l.ess  than  that.  It  is  figured  that 
the  oilginal  Investment  of  the  owner 
must  be  at  least  $4,000,  as  the  lot  is 
certain  to  cost  $1,000.  Then  there 
must  be  made  allowances  for  vacancy, 
depreciation,  repairs  and  alterations, 
and  taxes.  With  all  these  various 
Items  included  in  the  calculations, 
they  maintain  that  the  landlord  Is 
not  getting  any  too  much  on  his  in- 
vestment when  he  charges  $50  a 
month.

If  the  new  shipbuilding  programme 
attracts  the  number  of  artizans  which 
it    la    thought    It    will,    It    la    conceded 
that  Victoria   must  enter   upon   an   ex- 
tensive housc-bulldlng  scheme  In   pro- 
portion  to  the   Increase   in    population. 
In    the    Western    Stales   a    far-i'eachlntr

retar.v  of  tho  Treasury  stopped   In  and 
called    off    the    promoters   of   the    plan, 
telling    them     that    the       Oovernment 
needed  for  war  bonds  the  money  that 
the    people    would    spei^d    on     home.'*.

THE  NANAIMO  TRAGEDY 


Executive  Council  Passed  For- 
mal Resolution  of  Condo- 
lence With  Dependents  of 
Miners  Killed  in  Accident. 


I'.xprcB.sioti  of  condolence  with  the 
families  «nd  relatives  of  the  sixteen 
miners  who  were  killed  at  Nanalmo 
on  Tuesday,  when  the  cage  in  which 
they  were  descending  to  work  broke 
loo.se  from  Its  cable  and  dashed  to 
atoms  on  the  rock  floor  of  the  tunnel 
600  feet  below,  was  voiced  by  mem- 
bers of  the  rrovlnclal  Executive 
Council  in  session  yeaterday  morn- 
IriK,  when  the  fallowing  resolution 
was    passed : 

"The  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  tho  (Jovernment  have 
lieard  \^'ith  sorrow  and  regret  the 
news  of  the  calamity  at  the  Protec- 
tion Island  shaft  of  the  Canadian 
Western  l'"uel  Company,  at  Nanalmo, 
by  vvhi<h  sl.vteen  workmen  were  In- 
stantly killed,  and  wish  to  express 
aiKl  plaic  on  record  their  sincere 
sympathy  with  the  families  of  the 
deceased  miners  and  to  convey  their 
imfelgned  grief  at  the  bereavement 
and  lo.ss  suffered  by  them  In  this  sad 
calamity." 

I'nll    LiivcstlKatlon 

The  fullest  Investigation  Into  the 
accident  will  be  made.  Premier  Oliver 
stated  .\esterday.  With  that  end  in 
view  Deputy  Attorney-General  Archie 
Malnwarlng  .lohnson  left  yesterday 
for  Nanalmo  and  will  represent  the 
Crown  at  the  Inquest.  Tho  Premier 
also  wired  to  .Mr.  A.  .S.  Winn,  chair- 
man of  the  Workmen's  Com|>ensa- 
tion  Board,  suggesting  tha^  that  body 
should  have  a  representative  at  the 
Inquiry,  and  was  Informed  by  Mr. 
Winn  that  Mr.  Hugh  Gllnmur,  mem- 
ber of  tho  hoard  and  a  man  of  prac- 
tical knowledge  In  safety  devices, 
had  already  left  for  Nanalmo.  He 
will  look  after  the  Interests  of  the 
dependents    of    the    mmers. 

"It  Is  the  desire  of  the  Covern- 
ment  to  have  the  fullest  Investigation 
made  Into  the  ai;cldent."  said  Pre- 
mier Oliver.  "If  there  has  been  any 
negligence  which  has  conduced  to 
the  tragedy,  it  is  our  deternUnatlon 
to  bring  It  home  to  the  responsible 
parties." 

At  present  at  .Nanalmo  aie  Hon. 
William  Sloan,  .Minister  of  .^llnes, 
and  ,Mr.  C.eorKe  Wilkersoti,  Chief  In- 
spector of  Mines,  both  of  whom  are 
preparing  for  the  Investigation.  Only 
last  week  the  Chief  Mines  Inspector 
returned  from  a  two  weeks'  visit  to 
the  coal  mines  section.  where  he 
tnado  one  of  bis  <-U8tomary  Inspec- 
tions  of   the   workings.

Tnllke 
other  minerals,  which  have  Rteadlly 
advanced  In  price  consequent  upon 
the  tremendous  war  demand.  Rold.  the 
standard  metal,  la  still  ruling  at  the 
pre-war  price  of  |2{).«7  per  ounce. 
On  the  other  hand,  gold  miners  are 
flnding  that  the  cost  of  production 
haa  gone  up  In  like  proportion  to 
other  metals,  labor,  materials  etc. 
costing  very  much  more  than  for- 
merly. But  while  this  Increwed  cost 
In  the  case  of  other  metals  Ir  com- 
pensated for  by  the  Increased  value  of 
those  metals,  the  gold  miner  la  get- 
ting no  more  for  his  prodoct  than 
before  the  war.  Hence  In  many  gold 
producing  sections  mines  are  closing 
down  or  being  operated  only  to  a  lim- 
ited extent.

Victoria's  retail  merchants  were  out- 
numl>ercd  by  employesa  four  to  one  yes- 
terday afternoon  at  the  "get-together 
conference"  initiated  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  with  a  view  to  reaching  a  peace- 
ful aettlsment  of  the  dlapute  between 
the  two  partiea  aa  to  wages  and  work- 
ing conditions.  Onir  eleven  employers 
showed  they  had  the  time,  and  incllna^ 
tlon  to  Intsrest  themselves  in  the  par- 
ley, while  there  were  forty.'seven  mem- 
b«ra  of  the  Retail  Clerks  Protective 
Aaaoclatlon  at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  K.  S.  Woodward,  secretary  of  the 
Association,  wan  given  an  opportunity 
of  presenting  at  length  the  grievance 
of  the  employeen,  but  the  results  of 
the  conference  were  restricted  by  the 
disparity  In  the  representation.  None 
of  the  larger  employers  Involved  In  the 
controversy  were  present.  However, 
those  who  were  there  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion unantmounly  that  they  recognized 
the  JUHtlce  of  the  clerks'  demandn.  The 
resolution  was  proposed  and  seconded 
by  Messrs.  K.  B.  Jones  and  Henry  Ash- 
man,   both   grocers. 

Mr.  Joshua  KIngham.  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  called  the  meeting  to- 
gether and  waj<  Hiibnequently  elected 
chairman.  He  accepted  the  Hppointment 
with  the  explanation  that  It  miiwf  be 
understood  that  he  acted  In  htn  private 
capacity  and  not  an  the  head  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

Wkat  tka  Olarks  Want 

An  a  preliminary,  Mr.  K.  K.  Wood- 
ward pointed  out  in  brief  what  the 
clerks  wanted.  Ftrnt  came  the  demand 
for  a  forty-eight  hour  week  with  time 
and  a  half  for  overtime.  The  minimum 
pay  asked  for  a  competent  male  clerk 
was  126  a  week  and  for  a  woman  |16, 
with  a  ten  per  cent  Increase  for  those 
already  getting  that  amount.  They  also 
wanted  the  stipulation  that  boyn  and 
girls  entering  the  business  frenh  from 
school  should  get  47. &0  a  week,  with 
a  %1'M  raise  each  six  months,  bo  that 
in  three  ud  a  half  years  they  woold 
be  gettlng%ie  full  rate.  Mr.  Woodward 
claimed  that  these  demands  were  based 
solely  on  the  basis  of  Increased  cost 
of  living. 

"What  allowance  would  you  make  for 
slckneas  and  holidays,  and  how  would 
you  distribute  the  forty-eight  hours 
through  the  weekT'  asked  Mr.  Jameu 
N.   Anderson. 

"You  are  getting  down  to  detail.  We 
should  discuss  the  general  principles 
first."  answered  Mr.  Woodward.  The 
position  we  take  Is  that  the  employers 
know  In  a  pretty  thorough  way  what 
we  want.  Now  we  want  to  know  their 
side.  We  want  to  know  if  employers 
think  a  full-blooded  man  Is  not  worth 
125  a  week  or  a  woman  who  wants 
to  live  with  self-respect  Is  not  entitled 
to  |lo.  If  they  do,  that  Is  a  triumph 
for  the  union's  pacific  methods.  And  I 
might  state  that  our  camp  Is  divided, 
one  faction  wanted  more  drastic  action 
than  we  have  taken.  Before  going  into 
the  details,  wc  should  get  the  Justice 
of  our  claims  established  first." 
Vot  a  Mars  DeiaU 
"But  what  I  asked  Is  such  a  big  de- 
tail as  to  be  almost  a  general  prin- 
ciple," persisted  Mr.  Anderson.  "A  good 
deal  of  opposition  to  your  demands 
might  be  cut  off  If  we  knew  more  about 
that    feature  " 

Mr.  Woodward  said  that  the  clerks 
thought  it  would  be  reasonable  to  open 
the  stores  at  8  and  close  at  6,  as  at 
present,  with  a  weekly  half  holiday. 
That  would  Klv(>  a  forty-nine  hour 
week,  but  the  extra  hour  each  week 
could  be  allowed  to  accumulate  and  the 
employee  might  feel  from  time  to  time 
that  he  wbh  entitled  fo  a  holiday.  The 
practice  had  been  to  pay  employees 
during  Illness,  but  so  far  a.i  that  whh 
<oncerned  Mr.  Woodward'-s  mind  was 
open. 

"I  hH\c  alwavH  thouRht  that  the 
mere  queHtion  of  wages  was  the  small- 
est detail  that  an  employer  has  to 
contend  with."  said  Mr.  Howard  Steven- 
son. "1  have  found  that  If  I  can  find 
a  good  Klrl  she  is  worth  good  wages, 
but  It  takes  at  least  a  year  for  the 
average  to  gain  competence,  and  there 
are  few  that  will  work  longer  than 
that  In  one  place.  If  I  could  get  a  Klrl 
to  work.  say.  three  .years  1  would  think 
she  wan  worth  more  than  your  union 
scale  of  lis  a  week  and  would  be  pre- 
pared to  par  her  accordinKly." 
■llnlBats  tbs  Vaflt 
As  a  safeguard  against  paying  hiKli 
wages  to  inferior  help.  Mr.  Woodward 
stated  the  union  did  not  stand  for  in- 
efficiency, b\it  fell  that  the  establish- 
ment of  a  fair  minimum  wage  would 
tend    to   eliminate   the   unfit. 

"If  a  man  proved  to  be  a  poor  sales- 
man, he  should  try  the  pick  and 
shovel,"  said  .Mr.  Woodward.  "Perhar's 
a  girl  who  makes  a  failure  In  a  dry- 
goods  store  might  do  well  as  a  nurse- 
maid. What  we  want  to  do  Is  to  ele- 
vate the  calling  of  professional  sales- 
manship to  a  dignity  that  never  pre- 
viously existed.  Now,  I  c^n  give  you 
an  Instance  of  where  a  competent  girl 
was  offered  $3  a  week  to  work  in  a 
large  store  In  this  city.  What  kind  of 
help  does  an  employer  expect  when 
such    wages    are    paid,    especially    when 


Mr.  Anderson  told  of  the  recent 
meeting  '  of  the  grocers  He  said  It 
wsa  "a  dlaappolntlng  meeting,  as  us- 
ual, but  that  those  who  were  prss- 
•nt,  although  not  fully  representative, 
passed  a  resolution,  without  commlting 
themselves  to  a  definite  policy,  that  the 
clerks'    demands    were    Just. 

It  was  acknowledged  that  several 
butcher  establishments  had  fallen  Into 
line. 

Mr.  Woodward  mentioned  that  the 
clerka'  union  had  the  longshoremen  and 
other  unftins  handling  goods  essential 
to  the  grocery  business  that  would 
force  the  "obstinate"  employers  to  rec- 
ognis«  justice. 

Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  there  was 
ignorance  among  many  of  the  employ- 
ers aa  to  what  the  clerks  were  demand- 
ing, and  asked  about  the  functions  of 
a  ooncUlatlon  board. 

"We  have  been  at  this  thing  for 
roentha,"  asserted  Mr.  Woodward.  "We 
have  already  been  told  that  we  can  get 
nowhere  with  these  Sunday  School 
methods  and  that  no  methods  are  too 
extreme  to  force  the  issue." 

Mr.  Woodward  said  he  was  authoris- 
ed to  give  publicity  to  the  request  of 
the  Victoria  drug  clerks  for  a  4  8-hoar 
week  with  the  continuance  of  the  pres- 
ent salary.  He  claimed  that  the  case 
of  the  drug  clerks  was  a  harrowing 
story,  and  that  a  prominent  druggist 
here  admitted  that  the  curse  of  the 
businees  was  the  long  hours.  Four 
days  a  week,  he  said,  the  clerks  had  to 
work    fifteen    hours. 

After  the  employcr.s  present  had 
adopted  the  resolution  recoRnir.inK  the 
clerks'  claims,  a  resolution  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Kingham  and  the  Board  of  Trade 
was   passed. 

Before  the  meeting  dispersed,  Mr. 
.lames  Talbot,  president  of  the  llelail 
Clerk.s'  Association,  said  that  the  union 
had  never  het-n  able  to  interest  the 
merchants  in  matlcr.s  affoctinK  em- 
ployment. 

Mr.  Kingham  e;ipressed  disappoint- 
ment ill  the  small  attendance  of  mer- 
chants.

The  placing  of  the  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  Public  SchQola 
of  the  city  on  the  aalary  baals  they 
would  now  be  receiving  had  thers 
been  no  interruption  In  ths  salary 
schedule  in  1»14  following  the  out- 
break of  war  is  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
^oard  of  School  Truateea  to  pre- 
pare  a  schedule   of  salaries. 

The  report  with  Ita  accompanying 
schedule  was  preasnted  by  the  com- 
mittpe,  composed  of  Trustees  Mra. 
Andrews  and  Major  Rlddell,  at  the 
regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
board  last  night,  but  ita  reception 
was  rather  mixed,  and  after  a 
Jengthy  dlscusslbn  the  report  was 
received  and  tabled  to  be  considered 
at  a  special  session  of  the  board  to 
be  held  shortly. 

This  question  of  teachers'  salaries. 
In  view  of  the  many  complaints  from 
teachers  against  the  present  salary 
list,  especially  In  view  of  the  Increas- 
ing cost  of  living,  has  again  become 
a  live  Issue  with  the  board.  Some 
time  ago  the  board  by  resolution  de- 
cided to  restore  to  those  teachers 
who  have  not  already  received  It  the 
balance  of  the  ten  per  cent  deducted 
from  their  salaries  In  1914.  but  ow- 
ing to  he  fa<t  that  many  of  the 
teachers  already  have  received  the 
full  ten  per  cent  by  increases  made 
last  year,  while  the  salaries  of  a 
number  of  others  were  raised  above 
the  amount  at  which  they  stood  be- 
fore the  1014  reduction  was  riiade. 
only  a  small  amount  will  be  requir- 
ed, the  reports  of  the  committee  set 
forth,  to  restore  the  balance  of  ten 
per  cent.  The  whole  amount  re- 
quired for  this  purpose  Is  estimated 
at  $4,150  for  the  entire  year.  or 
$l,fi60  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
To  place  the  salaries  of  all  teachers 
now  on  the  staff  at  the  amount  they 
would  now  be  receiving  had  there 
been  no  Interruption  in  the  schedule 
in  1914,  the  report  stated,  would 
require  approximately  $15,000  for 
the  present  school  year,  which 
amount  Includes  the  $4,000  already 
voted  for  restoration  of  the  ten  per 
cent,  or  approximately  $6,000  for 
the  balance  of  the  year,  which  would 
Include    the    $1,6«0    already    voted. 

The  report  also  set  forth:  "If  this 
recommendation  is  adopted,  we  think 
it  will  deal  justly  with  all  members 
of  the  teaching  staff,  which,  we 
think,  la  a  much  fairer  way  of  ad- 
Justing  salaries  than  by  giving  indi- 
vidual Increases  to  special  requests 
made    to    the    board." 

The  comment  by  various  members 
of  the  board,  following  the  submission 
of  the  report,  Indicated  clearly  that 
the  proposal  to  restore  the  old  sched- 
ule and  grant  the  Increment  that 
would  have  been  given  had  the  sched- 
ule of  1914  been  continued  In  force 
will  meet  with  decided  opposition 
when  the  matter  Is  again  before  the 
board  at  its  special  session.  Some 
menTticrs  claimed  that  such  a  step 
would  amount  to  a  twenty  per  cent 
Increase  over  the  1914  salaries  paid  at 
the  time  the  old  schedule  wan  Inter- 
rupted and  before  the  ten  per  cent 
war    reduction    wa.s    made. 

Judgment  Reserved 

Superintendent  Paul  suggested  that 
something  should  be  done,  as  there 
Is  a  distinct  feeling  of  unrest  among 
the  teachers  caused  by  the  present 
salary  scale  and  that  some  teachers 
are  preparing  themselves  for  other  oc- 
cupations. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  forthcom- 
ing full  consideration  of  the  report 
when  the  specljvl  session  Is  held,  the 
trustees  contented  themselves  with 
reserving    their    opinions    until    then. 

The  suggestion  of  the  appointment 
of  another  domestic  science  teacher 
In  \  lew  of  the  Increase  In  the  classes 
in  th:U  branch,  wajs  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  Trustees  .Mrs. 
Jenkins  and  Deavlllc.  Trustee  Perry 
suggested  that  no  appointment  be 
made,  the  present  domestic  science 
staff  to  carry  on  the  work  and  that 
the  third  reader  classes  be  eliminated 
from  the  work.  This  step,  the  trus- 
tee argtied,  would  result  in  economy.. 
Me  strongly  urged  the  extension  of 
the  work  of  the  High  School,  a  step 
favored  by  Trustee  Mrs.  Jenkins,  who 
claimed,  however,  that  the  time  is  not 
yet  ripe  for  It. 

Neiv    Teachers 

Miss  Cockhurn,  of  Victoria,  was  ap- 
pointed teacher  of  needlework  In  the 
domestic  science  course,  at  a  salary 
of  $960  per  year,  to  take  the  position 
to  which  Miss  Ashdown  was  recently 
appointed,  but  since  had  refused  to 
accept.  .Miss  Mary  Bell  and  Mr.  H.  C. 
Gllllland.  both  of  Victoria,  were  also 
appointed  to  the  teaching  Bta.fr.  the 
former  at  a  salary  of  $720  and  the 
latter  at  $900  a  year.  Miss  CoUworth, 
recently  appointed  pliyslcal  training 
Instructress  at  the  High  School  In 
succession  to  Miss  Jarvls,  has  declin- 
ed  the   appointment. 

The  suggestion  by  Miss  Macklem 
that  the  children  of  the  public  schools 
be  requested  to  subscribe  to  a  fund 
for  the  rsUef  of  the  starring  popula- 
tions In  Bible  lands  was  not  approved 
by  the  board,  which  takes  the  stand 
that,  collections  for  such  objects 
shoiild  not  be  sanctioned  In  the  schools.

In  night  attacks  our  bom- 
barding airplanes  dropped  360  tons 
of  projectiles  on  railway  stations  and 
enemy   roads   of   communication.

Stirring  Address  by  Col.  the 
Rev.  G.  H.  Andrews,  Feature 
of  Meeting— Officers  Elect- 
ed and  Reports  Submitted. 


An  audience  of  more  than  100  Red 
Cross  workers  and  patriotic  dtiaens 
heard  the  eloquent  address  of  Col. 
the  Rev.  G.  H.  Andrews  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Bsquimalt  Red 
Cross  branch  on  Tuesday  evening  at 
the  Manors'  Home,  Esouimalt  Road. 
The  chairman,  Mr.  T.  H.  Slater,  pre- 
sided. 

Speaking  of  his  expej-lences  of  Red 
Cross  work  In  Salonica  apd  France, 
Col.  Andrews  gave  a  vivid  account  of 
the  splendid  efforts  of  the  Red  Cross 
workers  everywhere  In  the  war  zone 
and  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the 
Canadian  Nurwlng  Sisters,  "who  were 
competent,  and  always  bright  and 
cheery,  even  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances."  Nor  did  the  genial 
padre  neglect  to  speak  of  the  personal 
touch  underlying  the  making  of  Red 
Cross  supplies  by  women  at  home, 
that  Intimate  touch,  reminiscent  of 
home— which  was  so  deeply  appre- 
ciated by  the  men  "over  there,"  and 
which  would  be  lacking  were  the  Red 
Cross  Society  a  Government  organ- 
ization.

MONTRKAL.  Sept.  11.— The  Royal 
Cniumission  on  Shipyards,  which  hut* 
hofw  in  session  daily  since  August  16 
last,  Inquiring  Into  labor  disputes 
which  have  arisen  In  shipyards  In 
Montreal.  Quebec.  Levis,  Throe  Rivers 
and  Horel,  yesterday  saw  as  one  im- 
portant result  of  their  work  the  sign- 
ing of  an  agreement  which  will  as- 
sure uninterrupted  construction  work 
for  the  duration  of  the  war  In  four 
yards  where  strikes  were  threatened'. 
Other  shipjiards  are  expected  to  fol- 
low suit. 

The  agreement  Is  to  date  from  Sep- 
tember 1  and  conUlnue  In  effect  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  Its  main 
<ondltiona  arc  a  nine-hour  day  instead 
of  10  hours  as  hitherto;  time  and  a 
half  for  all  overtime,  and  In  certain 
cases  double  time.  After  February  1 
the  scale  of  pay  Is  to  be  revised  in 
accordance  with  any  increase  or  de- 
crease in  cost  of  living,  as  shown  by 
the  Labor  Department,  and  disputes 
are  to  be  Hnally  referred  to  a  board 
of  conciliation,  with  no  halt  to  ship 
construction    "jetween    tUaes.

CROP  REPORT  SHOWS 
VARYING  CONDITIONS 

OTTAWA,  Sept.  11. — The  fruit 
crop  report  for  September  places  the 
Kova  Scotia  apple  yield  at  400.000 
barrels,  or  slightly  more  than  half 
of  last  years'  production.  The  em- 
bargo on  appl*  exports  to  Oreat  Bri- 
tain, the  report  states,  is  discourag- 
ing to  Nova  Scotia  growers,  but  the 
orchards  are  being  kept  In  good 
condition  in  view  of  tho  after-the- 
war   possibilities. 

Conditions  In  Quebec  province  are 
described  as  "lamentable"  because  of 
the  destruction  last  Winter  of  ofti 
famous  orchards.  The  hope  Is  ex- 
pressed that  the  farmers  will  replace 
these   orchards. 

In  Kastern  Ontario  there  is  a  med- 
ium crop  of  some  varieties  of  ap- 
ples. There  Is  also  a  fair  crop  in 
Central  Ontario,  but  the  quality  is 
below  average.  In  Western  Ontario, 
Fall  varieties  are  one-half  a  crop  and 
Winter  varieties  86  per  cent.  There 
'  Is  a  fairly  good  crop  in  the  Georgian 
Bay    district. 

Early  reports  on  the  Niagara  Pe- 
ninsula peach  crop  aro  conflrmed  by 
the  September  report.  The  total 
yield  will  be  slightly  less  than  in 
1917y  and  probably  not  more  than 
forty  or  fifty  per  cent  of  an  aiArage 
crop.  The  apple  crop  In  the  inland 
valleys  of  British  Columbia  will  av- 
erage abotit  10  per  cent  less  than  in 
1917,  but  is  of  better  quality  and 
sise.
